Scholarships Provided that Will Bring 
the Three Together In a Great 
University. 


Tendon, April 5.—The will of Cecil 
Rhodes provides for the establishm ent 
of colonial scholarships, as previously 
announced, and two American schol­ 
arships to each of the present states 
and territories of the United States. 
The will also provides for five scholar­ 
ships for students of German birth, at 
Oxford, to be nom inated by Emperor 
W illiam, and. comm* nting on the be­ 
quest, Mr. Rhodes, in a codicil tele- 
giaphed from South Africa, said: 
“For a good understanding between 
England, Germany 
and the United 
States will secure the peace of the 
world, and educational relations form 
the strongest tie.” 
All the scholar­ 
ships, American, colonial 
and Ger­ 
man. are at Oxford. 
Mr. Rhodes’ will is a rem arkable 
and voluminous 
doc urm-nfe of more 
than 3 ,5 bO words. Even this is not the 
entire will, as the executor* only gave 
out the portions ab b h they consider 
to be of public interest. It was execu 
ted in 1899. 
Mr. Rhodes divides the 
JI 100,000 bequeathed to Oriel Collage 
into several funds, indicating concise­ 
ly how he wishes them to be applied, 
and adds this characteristic sentence: 
And finally, as college authorities live 
s< eluded from the world, and so art­ 
like childre a us to commercial mat- 
t« ra. I would advise them to consult 
m> trustees regarding the investm ent 
of these various funds, so far as they 
would receive great help and assist­ 
ance from such advice." 
Regarding the 
American 
scholar­ 
ships Mr. Rhodes says: 
"W hereas 
I desire to em ourage and foster an 
appreciation of the advantages which, 
I implicitly believe, will result from 
a union of th** English speaking peo­ 
ples throughout the world and to en­ 
courage in the students from the 
United States who will benefit by 
these scholarships an attachm ent to 
the country from which they have 
sprung, but without. I hojpe. withdraw 
ing them or their sym pathies from the 
land of their adoption or birth." 
The will provides that the executors 
ma> at their discretion delay establish­ 
ing an y territorial scholarships until 
such tim es as they may think fit. but 
it provides also that the territorial 
scholarships, once established, shall 
not lapse upon the adm ission of the 
territory to statehood. 
Another pro­ 
vision is that no student shall be qual­ 
ified or disqualified for election to a 
scholarship on account of race or re­ 
ligious opinion. 
Mr. Rhodes desires that the students 
should not patronize any particular 
college. 
but 
distribute 
them selves 
throughout the university.
